powers whereby foreigners in Turkey 
wrere not subject to the Jaws of the 
country, the suppression of the white 
slave traffic was practically impossi­ 
ble.

All parties professed a willing­ 
ness to do their share in suppression 
of the traffic, and the American am- 
j bassador fortunately had the grip to 
hold them to their purpose. 
At a m eeting held last March at the I 
American embassy the Constantino-} 
pie Association for the Suppression 
of the Traffic in Women was organ­ 
ized. 
C. Cornell Tarler, secretary of 
embassy, 
was 
appointed 
secretary. 
The efforts of this association were 
about to bear fruit, when the outbreak 
of the European war upset all co­ 
operation in the European diplomatic 
and consular corps. 
l^ast October, however, 
the 
Otto­ 
man authorities abrogated the capit­ 
ulations under which foreigners had 
enjoyed their privileged position in 
the empire, and although the foreign 
powers have not accepted the agre­ 
gation, the entrance of Turkey into 
the 
war 
has 
caused a general ac­ 
quiescence. 
The time for the Turkish authori­ 
ties to attack white slavery in the 
capital had therefore come. 
The con­ 
trol of the police is in the hands of 
Bedri Bey, who for the past year has

The patient is dosed with a mixture 
of belladonna, xanthoxylum and hy- 
oscyamus at short intervals for about 
48 hours.

resented the Mexico district in con­ 
gress. 
I spent those years of my life in 
Central Missouri that in the life of 
ever man have over them the glam­ 
or of youth. 
I am alw'ays wanting 
to go back for a visit, but have not 
been in Mexico for twenty-five years 
or more. 
It was my good fortune to 
go back to Columbia last year and 
there to meet old friends of mine and 
my father’s. I never had such a good 
time in all my life, and I promised 
myself an early trip to Boone and 
Audrain counties . I want very much 
to go back to New' Santa Fe and see 
if I can find, after thirty-odd years, 
the notches that I cut in the fence 
corner representing the days as they 
passed by. 
I was terribly homesick 
for 
my 
father and my sweetheart. 
The latter must have been IO or 15 
years 
my 
senior, in Mexico town, 
seventeen miles away, and I went to 
a certain place in the worm fence ev­ 
ery day at noon, took out my pen­ 
knife and cut a notch.

With the loss of the Missouri Pacific

Tile Bible makes no mystery of who 
.Jesus is; and we would 
not 
have 
been in confusion had we relied sole­ 
ly upon the testimony of Jesus, the 
Apostles an I the Prophets. 
Our mis­ 
leading came during the twelve hun­ 
dred years wnen tlicr-Bible was ig­ 
nored. because it was believed that 
the living bishops were Apostolic and 
had the plenary powers of the original 
Apostles. 
This serioys 
error 
Jesus 
emphatically warned against in ad­ 
vance.—Revelation 2:2. 
. The Bible tells of 
Jesus’ 
present 
gloiious station, “far above angels, 
“partaker of the Divine nature.” But 
many ignore this, 
and 
claim 
that 
.lefcus is a man in Heaven, completely 
out of touch with His surroundings; 
for a man. according to the Bible, is 
“a little lower than angels,” whereas 
the Apostle declares that Jesus, at 
He: resurrection, was 
exalted 
far 
above angels. 
This glorious One, al­ 
though of a different nature, is the 
same One who, while on earth, was 
“the Man Christ Jesus,” “a man of 
sorrows aud acquainted with grief.” 
St. Paul tells us how' Jesus left the 
Heavenly glory, 
how' 
He 
humbled 
Himself to take a bondsman's form— 
to take the same nature as humanity, 
which had come into bondage to sin. 
The Bible explains how' Jesus could 
be of our race, and 
yet 
be 
“holy. 
harmless, undefiled, 
separate 
from 
sinners.” 
It tells us 
plainly 
that 
j Jesus had a human mother, but that 
His life came not from a human fa 
ther; and that therefore He was per­ 
fect, and able to be the Ransomer of 
the race by giving to God sacrificially 
a full corresponding price for Adam 
whoA* life was forfeited because of 
sin. 
Thus the Bible 
explains 
thai 
Jesus’ death is sufficient for Adam’s 
sin and the sins of the whole world: 
for the world w as not condemned in 
dividually. but 
merely 
p^wU^ok 
of 
Adam’s condemnation to death. 
Whoever thinks of Jesus as being 
the Father and also the Holy Spirit— 
all one in person—must he confronte.] 
with. nonsensical errors such as these: 
How aid the Universe manage to pro­ 
gress during the period leading up to 
Jesus* birth and on lo manhood? How 
did tile affairs of the Universe prosper 
during Jesus’ ministry, when He was 
fully engaged with earthly affairs to 
the extent of weariness? 
How did 
the Universe get along when Jesus 
died, aud until He arose from death? 
Some even go to this absurd length: 
iowit, that Jesus raised Himself from 
death: whereas the Apostle declares 
positively that the Father raised Him 
from Hie dead on tile third day. How 
refreshing it is to get out of the ’fog 
into the clear statements 
of 
God s 
Word. which declare

us 
there is one God, 
the 
Father.” 
(2) 
‘and one Lord, 
Jesus 
Christ!”—I 
Corinthians S:U. 
“ Beginning of God’s Creation.” 
It 
seems 
astounding 
if 
my

ponents have never read tile plain 
Bible statements that 
cur 
glorious 
Redeemer was “the First-born of all 
creation” (Colossians 1:15), “the be­ 
ginning of the creation of God” (Rev­ 
elation 3:14). 
If 
they 
have 
real 
these simple, plain Bible statements. 
why do they 
prefer 
the 
confusing 
views of the Dark Ages respecting a 
Trinity of three persons, yet one per­ 
son? Some say one God in three per­ 
sons: others say three Gods in one 
person. 
Both propositions are alike 
unscriptural and absurd. 
Jesus Himself, in His last message 
to the church, declared, “I am the 
Alpha and the Omega, the beginning

Thus He clearly 
differentiates between

daring that even the angels of heav­ 
en should worship Him. (Hebrews 1:- 
1-9). 
One very 
simple 
statement con­ 
tuses some needlessly. 
It reads: “I 
and my Father are One.” It noes not 
say one person. It refers to the one­ 
ness of spirit, or harmony, between. 
the Father and 
the 
Son; and the 
oneness is explained by our Lord as­ 
suring us that He came not to do His! 
own will, but the will of the Father. 
Since Ile accepted the Father’s will 
in everything. He 
and 
the Father 
were always one in purpose. 
Jesus 
prayed for the church, saying, I pray 
for them that Thou hast given hie. 
that they may all be one in Us. even 
as Thou. Father, arid I are One ( John 
17:0; 20:24). 
Surely*no one would 
claim that Jesus expected His church 
to become one person! 
And it is 
equally absurd to think that He and 
(lie Fatiier are one person. 
Because 
Jesus 
was 
tints 
the 
Father’s Representative, in the only 
sense that men could see tho invisi­ 
ble Jehovah, lie answered Philip on 
one occasion, “He that hath seen Me 
hath seen the Father.” 
Tints the 
president’s secretary would say to a 
caller, “I represent the president.” 
“ In the Beginning Was the Logos.” 
As Matthew’s and 
Luke’s Gospels 
make very plain 
how' 
the glorious 
Son of God was made flesh, yet not 
a partaker of sin, so St. John’s Gos­ 
pel provides us with information still 
turtler back, pointing 
out 
and ex­ 
plaining clearly the, glorious pre-hu­ 
man nature of the Son of God. 
The 
translation, however, 
is slightly de­ 
fective and hides from the English 
reader the full import of the opening 
verses,

Public investigations have so far 
failed to reveal who has control of 
the remaining wheat surplus in this 
country, and who, by virtue of that 
control, may be held at least part Ir­ 
responsible for 
the 
high juices of 
wheat, flour and bread. 
There is a general disposition to 
blame the high prices on hi®: grain 
speculators. Joseph Leiter, testifying 
at a public hearing in New York, de­ 
nied the allegation. If there is any­ 
thing remotely 
resembling 
a “cor­ 
ner/’ says Mr. Leiter, the “plutocrat­ 
ic I armers” are responsible for it. In 
his own famous plunges in 1897-8, he 
and his associates were able to raise 
the price of wheat a little, 
he ad­ 
mitted, but they couldn’t hold it at 
a high level “because there was so 
much more wheat than we had cal­ 
culated, so much 
hidden 
away 
in 
bins we didn’t know- about.” The far­ 
mers dumped their hidden stores on 
the m arket and down 
went prices.. 
Now, he suggests, there are tens of 
thousands of these little stores, and 
the farmer-owners 
are 
holding out 
for $2 a bushel. 
It may be true, although 
it must 
b*4 admitted that the average farmer, 
with his average income of only $G40 
a year, isn’t particularly well heel­ 
ed for such an ambitious bulling of 
the market. He generally needs the 
cash his wheat will bring as soon as 
he can get It, and even in w’ar times 
finds it hard to resist the $1 a bushel 
at which lie can clear a modest pro­ 
fit. It’s probable that of the 75,000,- 
000,000 or 100,000,000 surplus bushels 
-remaining in the United States, the 
big speculators 
and 
flour manufac­ 
turers control far more than the far­ 
mers do. 
It’s an odd 
freak 
of 
economics 
that makes the comparatively small 
export surplus set the price for the 
wheat consumed at home. As Mr. Lei­ 
ter says, “The tail wags 
the dog.” 
One bushel of wheat that we don’t 
need raises the price of three bush­ 
els that we 
consume, 
just because 
foreigners want that bushel. 
If the 
allies open up the Dardanelles, how­ 
ever, aud let out the Russian wheat 
surplus, the tail will 
stop 
wagging 
for a while and the price will fall all 
over the world. The fall of Constan­ 
tinople will give 
us 
cheap 
bread 
again.

He was a man 
of very elegant manners and of most 
gentlemanly and refined tastes.

lish that went into the Intelligencer 
and very sensitive in respect to any 
kind of literary vulgarism.

I spent those years of my life in 
Central Missouri that in the life of 
ever man have over them the glam­ 
or of youth.

It was my good fortune to 
go back to Columbia last year and 
there to meet old friends of mine and 
my father’s.

The Bible m akes no mystery of who 
Jesus is; and we would 
not 
have 
been in confusion had we relied sole­ 
ly upon the testimony of Jesus, the 
Apostles and the Prophets, 
(lur mis­ 
leading came during the twelve hun­ 
dred years ween the Bible was ig­ 
nored. because it was believed that 
tho living bishops were Apostolic and 
had the plenary powers of the original 
Apostles. 
This serious 
error 
Jesus 
emphatically warned against in ad­ 
vance.—Revelation 2; 2. 
The Bible tells of 
Jesus’ 
present 
glorious station, “far above angels, 
“partaker of the Divine nature.” But 
many ignore this, 
and 
claim 
that 
Jesus is a man in Heaven, completely 
out of touch with His surroundings; 
for a man, according to the Bible, is 
“a little lower than angels,” whereas 
the Apostle declares that Jesus, at 
His resurrection, was 
exalted 
far 
above angels. 
This glorious One, al­ 
though of a different nature, is the 
s a n e One who. while on earth, was 
“the Man Christ Jesus,” “a man of 
sorrows and acquainted with grief.” 
St. Paul tells tis how Jesus left the 
Heavenly glory, 
how' 
He 
bumbled 
Himself to take a bondsman's form— 
to take the same nature as humanity, 
which had come into bondage to sin. 
The Bible explains how' Jesus could 
be of our race, and 
yet 
be 
“holy, 
harmless, undefiled, 
separate 
from 
sinners.” 
It tells us 
plainly 
that 
Jesus had a human motlier, but that 
His life came not from a human fa­ 
ther; and that therefore He was per­ 
fect, and able to be the Ransomer of 
the race by giving to God sacrificially 
a full corresponding price for Adam, 
whose life was forfeited because of 
sin. 
Thus the Bible 
explains 
that 
Jesus’ death is sufficient for Adam’s 
sin and the sins of the whole worlds 
for the world was not condemned in­ 
dividually, but

own will, but the will of the Father.

w ere always one in purpose.

prayed for the church, saying, I pray 
for them that Thou hast given Me, 
that they may all be one in Us. even 
as Thou. Father, and I arc One (John 
17:9; 20:241. 
Surely no one would 
claim that Jesus expected His church 
to become 
one person! Ant I it is 
equally absurd to think that He and 
the Father are one person. 
Because 
Jesus 
was thus 
the 
Father’s Representative, in the only 
sense that men could see the invisi­ 
ble Jehovah, He answered Philip on 
one occasion, “ He^ that hath seen Me 
hath seen 
the Father.” Thus the 
president’s secretary would say to a 
caller, “I represent the president.” 
“In the, Beginning Was the Logos.” 
As Matthew** 
and 
Luke's Gospels 
make very plain 
how 
the glorious 
Son of God was made flesh, yet not 
a partaker of sin, so St. John’s Gos­ 
pel provides us with information still 
further hack* pointing 
out 
and ex­ 
plaining clearly the glorious pre-hu­ 
man nature of Hie Son of God. 
The 
translation, however, 
is slightly de­ 
fective and hides from the English 
reader the full import of the opening 
verses, 
which

Jehovah’s entire message has been, 
and will he. given to angels and to 
men through the great Logos. 
He 
was the Alpha, the first; the Father 
created none before Him. He is the 
Omega, the last ; the Father has cre­ 
ated none directly since 
Him. 
This 
explains simply, satisfactorily, that all 
subsequent creations, while executed 
by Jehovah's power, were worked out 
by His great Son, the T.ogos. 
“By

When the time came for the out­ 
working of the great Divine n!an for 
human salvation,
